Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bartlett: — 

The  work  in  the  schools  has  been  satisfactory, 
except  that  in  some  cases  the  attendance  has  not  been 
as  good  as  we  wish.  In  Jerico  there  seems  to  have 
been  an  epidemic  of  colds,  and  many  of  the  pupils 
have  been  out  so  much  that  it  seriously  handicaps 
them  in  their  school  work. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  teachers  with  the 
numbers  of  pupils  in  each  school: 
Ethelyn  Brown,  Glen,  24  pupils  enrolled 

Minnie  M.  Tebbetts,  Intervale,  15  pupils  enrolled 

Ina  P.  Garland,  Goodrich  Falls,  12  pupils  enrolled 

The  school  houses  are  in  good  repair,  and  but 
little  will  be  needed  for  extra  repairs.  The  State  al- 
lows $25.00  per  school  house  for  minor  repairs. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  three  elementary 
schools  seems  to  be  decreasing  each  year.  The  num- 
ber of  high  school  pupils  is  the  largest  there  has 
been  for  a  long  timef.  There  are  seven  attending 
Bartlett  High  School,  and  six  attending  Kennett  High 
School.  One  graduated  from  Bartlett  last  June,  and  is 
now  attending  New  Hampshire  University. 

As  you  will  see  by  the  financial  report  the  condi- 
tion is  satisfactory,  and  a  substantial  balance  was  in 
the  treasury.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bartlett  Special 
District : 

It  is  with  pleasure  and  pride  that  I  submit  this 
report ;  pleasure  in  seeing  the  school  work  move  for- 
ward strongly,  and  pride  in  that  I  have  had  a  humble 
part  in  the  development  of  your  schools. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  teachers  and  the 
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number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  each  school:

Harry  C.  Dorr,  Headmaster,  Grades  7  and  8,  2o 

Ida  M.  Watson,  Grades  5  and  6,  33 

Ida  S.  McKeen,  Grades  3  and  4,  32 

Evelyn  M.  Allen,  Grades  1  and  2,  34 

Mrs.  Marion  Junkins,  who  has  for  so  many  years 
been  a  strong  factor  in  the  work  of  the  schools,  found 
it  necessary  to  move  away.  We  have  been  fortunate 
in  securing  Mr.  Harry  C.  Dorr,  a  teacher  of  success- 
ful experience,  to  fill  the  place. 

It  should  be  the  policy  of  the  district  and  the  school 
officials  to  retain  all  teachers  who  are  successful  and 
who  show  an  ambition  to  improve  in  their  profession. 
To  change  teachers  often  is  poor  policy.  But  to  en- 
courage good  teachers  to  become  better  teachers,  and 
to  think  of  Bartlett  as  a  home  where  they  can  afford  to 
become  real  citizens  is  a  policy  worth  cultivating. 

The  installing  of  steam  heat  in  the  grade  school 
house  is  one  of  the  real  improvements  of  the  year 
worth  recording.  This  should  have  been  done  years 
ago  instead  of  putting  in  the  furnaces,  which  was  a 
costly  experiment.  The  improved  conditions  now 
that  the  house  can  be  kept  clean  is  a  matter  of  pride. 
It  has  cost  real  money,  but  it  is  money  well  invested. 

There  were  16  pupils  who  were  promoted  last  June 
to  the  High  School.  Three  of  them,  however  were 
promoted  on  condition,  and  were  found  unable  to  do 
the  work,  and  have  returned  to  the  8th  grade  to 
strengthen  their  preparation.  There  are  now  19 
pupils  in  the  8th  grade,  and  most  of  them  we  hope 
will  enter  the  High  School  next  September. 
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Bartlett  High  School  had  its  first  graduation  last 
June,  and  two  pupils  were  granted  the  diploma  of  the 
school.  Both  entered  New  Hampshire  University  last 
fall,  and  both  are  doing  good  work,  as  is  shown  by 
the  reports  received  from  the  University.  The  town 
has  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  work  of  its  High  School. 

The  High  School  building  was  designed  for  50 
pupils,  as  it  was  thought  that  this  would  be  as  many 
as  would  ever  seek  high  school  privileges  here.  But 
we  have  48  enrolled  this  year,  and  there  are  19  pupils 
in  the  8th  grade  looking  forward  to  entering  the  high 
school  in  the  near  future.  What  are  we  to  do?  A 
room  in  the  basement  can  be  finished  at  a  small  cost, 
and  this  must  be  the  solution  for  a  time  at  least.  A 
third  teacher  will  become  necessary  for  next  year,  and 
I  recommend  that  you  provide  for  one  at  your  March 
meeting.  Other  equipment  will  be  needed  in  the  way 
of  desks  and  apparatus. 

May  I  not  extend  the  thanks  of  the  entire  com- 
munity to  the  School  Board,  who  have  so  unselfishly 
given  of  their  time  and  labor  for  the  improvement  of 
the  schools?  And  we  must  not  forget  to  thank  Mr. 
Hounsell  for  his  part  in  the  good  work.  I  desire  to 
thank  all  of  the  teachers  and  citizens  who  have  con- 
tributed to  the  success  of  the  schools.
